Letter of Transmittal 


‘To the Selectmen and inhabitants of the Town of Meredith: 


The following report covers the activities of your local 
government for the fiscal year January 1, 1953 to December 
tol, LIDo,; 

This report contains information required by law to be 
printed together with other explanatory material. 


Highways: 


Because of the exceptionally high mileage of highways 
in Meredith together with the lack of any amount of good 
gravel, highway maintenance will always be an expensive 
-operation. 

This past year the Old Neck Road was completed with 
Town Road Aid funds. The completion of this road will mat- 
-erially benefit those coming north on Route 25 whose desin- 
ation is any point on the Neck. 

It was oirginally planned to use the balance of our 1953 
T. R. A. funds to commence work on the Chemung Road, be- 
ginning at the Meredith Center road. However, circum- 
stances prevented the starting of this piece in the fall. 

As we must use the balance of the State’s share of the 
1953 allotment before July first of this year, in order to be 
‘eligible for the balance, it is now planned to commence work 
as early in the spring as conditions permit. 

The Town’s share of funds together with the State’s 
share and the 1953 balance will make available approximately 
$7900 for this project. 

A piece of the Collins Road on Lake Winnisquam was 
completed to the Laconia city line. 

Graveling, installation and replacement of culverts on 
the road on the “West side’ of Winnisquam was also under- 
taken. The gravel for this work was donated by Mr. Charles 
Fitzgerald of Tilton, an owner of several cottages and land 
‘on the road. 

A continuation of the street and road resurfacing with 
-asphalt was carried on with approximately 9,000 gallons of 
tar and asphalt being applied. Some was new surfacing and 
some resurfacing. 

The connection of St. James Street with L. G. Pynn’s 
-extension of Highland Street was carried out. This connec- 
‘tion has proved advantageous this winter by allowing snow 
‘plows to make a complete circuit rather than having to plow 
into two dead-end streets with the consequent trouble and 
loss of time caused by having to turn around in close quar- 
ters. This connection was surfaced to hold it through the 
winter and will be resurfaced this spring. 
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Because of exceptionally dry conditions this past sum- 
mer, dust presented a problem on our gravel roads. An at- 
tempt was made to alleviate the dust conditions by applying 
calcium chloride, particularly in areas which were more or 
less congested. 


The usual maintenance work, culvert replacement and 
bush cutting was carried on. 


Although this winter has not as yet produced any large 
storms, the number of small storms, which have been fre- 
quent, has caused winter maintenance to be a normal one 
as far as cost is concerned. 

The two Ford trucks were replaced by two 1953 model 
trucks, one 6-cylinder and one 8-cylinder. 

It was necessary to have the motor of the snowloader 
completely overhauled, involving an expenditure of $400 in 
order that it might be in working condition for winter. 


Parks and Playgrounds: 


Improvements were made and some new facilities add- 
ed at Leavitt Park this past year. 

Badly needed toilet facilities were added and two wood- 
en shelters were built. 

The Woman’s Progress Club contributed $150 towards 
the cost of the toilet. Work was started on a second toilet 
which it is hoped may be completed this year. 

The two shelters were constructed, for use by the newly 
inaugurated Day Camp program, by the members of the Fire 
Department with materials which were almost wholly don- 
ated by merchants, lumbermen and other business estab- 
lishments in town. 

The flood waters of last spring washed around the new 
culvert which was installed in 1952. In order that such a 
washing would not occur again, a new cement buttress was 
constructed on the upstream end of the culvert. 

The parking space at the rear of Roberts’ Market was 
materially enlarged by the disposal of rock and excess earth 
from the sewer project. This space has been partially lev- 
elled. The final levelling, drains and surfacing are anticipat- 
ed in 1954 for the completed section. 

There appears in the Warrant an Article covering the 
gift by Dr. J. Walter Schirmer of a tract of land at the top 
of the “Pinnacle” of approximately ten acres to be known 
as “Pinnacle Peak Park, Alice Goodwin Schirmer Memorial.” 

This tract was accepted by the Selectmen this fall, “sub- 
ject to the approval of the voters of the Town at its annual 
meeting in March 1954.” 


Welfare: 


The Town’s share of Old Age Assistance increased only 


A 


slightly over 1952, $30 to be exact. 

The local relief problem was a normal one until the 
latter part of the year when the problem increased some- 
what. The expenditures for the first five weeks of 1954 are 
however, beginning to reflect locally the unemployment pic- 
ture nationally. 


Bonded Indebtedness: 


The second bond issue for Sewer Construction was float- 
ed in June in the amount of $175,000. This issue, because of 
the condition of the bond market at the time, had to be sold 
at an interest rate of 2.75% as compared to the 1.6% rate 
for the issue floated in 1952. 

The 1953 issue will be repaid $10,000 in each of the years 
1954-1968 and $5,000 in each of the years 1969-1973. 


The total principal payments required on our bonds and 
notes for 1954 amounts to $29,500 and the interest pay- 
ments, $10,600. 


Sewer: 


Contract 3 covering Main, Lake, Dover, Lang, St. James, 
Highland, Beach Streets, Center Harbor Road and a portion 
of Route 3 was let to Landers & Griffin, Inc., of Portsmouth, 
N. H. This contract overran the estimated rock and ledge 
removel approximately 214 times. In view of the great 
amount of ledge encountered we were very fortunate in re- 
ceiving the bid under which this contract was let. 

The contract for house connections was awarded to D. 
EK. Ambrose & Sons and was carried on until frost conditions 
made it necessary to discontinue operations until spring. 

The Pumping Station and Treatment Plant were placed 
in operation late in September and although some difficulties 
and “‘bugs’” have been encountered, are both operating sat- 
isfactorily. 


Town Dump: 


The location of the town dump still presents a serious 
problem. Many sites for a new dump have been considered 
by the Selectmen but some unsuitable factor has eliminated 
each proposed site. 

To be entirely satisfactory, an open dump, such as we 
have, should be easily accessible to the public; so located 
that any drainage from it will not be to a stream which might 
be polluted by it; in a location which is isolated enough not 
to be a nuisance to homes in its vicinity. 

Other than an open burning dump the only other method 
of rubbish disposal which has proved satisfactory is the so- 
called land-fill dump. This type of dump requires the use 
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of a bulldozer to make an open trench, pack each day’s ac- 
cumulation of rubbish and bulldoze a part of the material, 
removed to make the original pit, back over the rubbish to 
serve as a cover. This is the most common methed of making 
a new dump in use today. 

I wish to express my personal appreciation for the co- 
operation and assistance extended me, as your Town Mana- 
ger, since assuming my duties in Meredith.

Submitted herewith is the report of the annual exami- 
nation and audit of the accounts of the Town of Meredith 
for the fiscal year ended December 31, 1953, which was 
made by this Division in accordance with the vote of the 
Town.

Scope of Audit

therein, the Net Debt increased by $154,730.16 in 1953.

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Report of Community Day Camp 


Early in the summer of 1953 a group of interested citi- 
zens conceived the idea of a day camp whereby children of 
town could have an opportunity to receive a supervised and 
organized recreation program at Leavitt Park. Organizations 
and individuals were contacted for financial aid and respond- 
ed generously. 


The program was a full one with physical activities, in- 
cluding all sports, some of which children had not played 
before, crafts, nature study, music, story telling, a track 
meet and a swimming meet. Ribbons were awarded winners 
in the latter two activities. 


A morning inspection of each child was conducted by 
the school nurse, Mrs. Marguerite Curtis. At noon, milk and 
fruit were distributed to the children to supplement the lunch 
brought from home. 


Transportation to and from the Park was accomplished 
by means of two buses. 


The total enrollment for the 8-week session was 572, 
with an average attendance of 72. There were 133 individual 
children registered. 


A total of 149 individuals served on the staff of coun- 
selors with an average daily attendance of 19. 


The success of the entire program was greatly helped 
by the unselfish cooperation of all who assisted.

Meeting of Meredith School District, March 6, 1953 


The meeting was opened with prayer by Rev. Robert 
Fillinger at 3:15 p.m. The moderator, Arthur F. Pottle, read 
the Warrant and the business of the meeting proceeded un- 
der Articles 1 through 4, balloting for officers. 


The moderator called the meeting to order at 8:10 
p. m. to act on Articles 5 through 14 of the Warrant. 


Article 5. It was moved by Sydney Batchelder and sec-. 
onded that. the salaries of the district officers be as follows: 
treasurer, $50; clerk, $10; school board members, $25 each; 
supervisors of the check list, $38 each; moderator, $10; bal- 
lot clerks, $5; truant officer and census taker, $50. Voted 
in the affirmative. 


Article 6. Upon motion of Sydney Batchelder, it was. 
moved, seconded and voted “that reports of district officers 
and auditors be adopted as printed in the town report, and. 
that all special committees heretofore chosen be discharged.” 
Voted in the affirmative. 


Article 7. It was moved by Jane Ambrose and seconded 
that action on article 7 be deferred until after voting on 
article 11. Voted unanimously. 


Article 8. Carl Chase read and explained in detail the 
school budget as outlined in the town report and explained 
that the reason for the increase in teachers’ salaries was 
the result of an increased schedule in the State, which also 
accounted for the increase in retirement benefits over those 
of the previous year. Upon motion made by Chet Lord and 
seconded, it was unanimously voted “that the district, raise 
and appropriate the sum of $108,774.78 for the support of 
schools, for the salaries of school district officials and agents,. 
and for the payment of statutory obligations of the district, 
and to authorize the application against said appropriation 
of such sums as are estimated to be received from the state 
equalization fund together with other income; the school 
board to certify to the selectmen the balance between 
the estimated revenue and the appropriation, which balance 
is to be raised by taxes by the town.” 


Article 9. Upon motion made and seconded, it was voted 
that Meredith indicate its interest in becoming part of a 
proposed cooperative school district organized to provide for 
grades 1 - 12 in the school districts of Meredith and Center 
Harbor. In answer to Norman Martin’s question as to how 
much financial aid Center Harbor would agree to advance 
for such a plan, Carl Chase advised that Center Harbor’s 
share would be approximately 17 per cent and Meredith's 
share approximately 83 per cent. 
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Article 10. Wm. Biddiscombe advised that he had in- 
‘spected the barn on the Bixby property on Lang Street ad- 
jacent to the cemetery and found it to be in very poor condi- 
tion, whereupon he moved that the school board be given 
permissicn to dispose of said property in any way possible. 
Motion was seconded and voted in the affirmative. 


Ax:ticle 11. It was moved by Carl Chase and seconded 
that the district authorize a committee consisting of the 
school board, the selectmen and three citizens appointed by 
the moderator to study the needs of our schools and bring 
into the next meeting a report and specific recommendations 
concerning same. Voted unanimously. 


Article 12. Considerable discussion was conducted as 
to the advisability of installing oil burners in either or both 
of the schools, and after questions regarding the cost of 
conversion, availability of special oil needed for the burners 
and the unsuitability of the present oil burner in the high 
school were answered, it was moved and seconded that article 
12 be passed. Voted in the affirmative. 


Article 13. Motion was made and seconded that this 
article be passed. Voted in the affirmative, with 74 voting 
Sv es;4 andtbo wWOllnt ano. 


Article 14. Sydney Batchelder moved, and it was sec- 
onded, that the Cooperative School Fund balance in the 
amount of $150 be transferred to the school committee re- 
ferred to in article 11 for their use in carrying out their 
duties. Voted unanimously. 


Upon motion made by Carl Chase and seconded, the 
meeting voted a commendation to the Citizens’ Committee 
for their efforts and accomplishments during the past year. 


Richard Aieta read a petition on which he requested 
signatures, asking the Legislature to provide assistance for 
school building construction, expanding the state aid pro- 
gram and providing assistance in the formation of coopera- 
tive school districts. 


The mocderator then reported the count of the ballots 
uncer articles 1, 2, 3 and 4 as follows: Total ballots cast, 
423. Under article 1 for moderator, Arthur F. Pottle had 
598 votes. Having a majority of all votes cast, Arthur F. 
Pottle was duly declared moderator for the ensuing year. 
Under article 2 for clerk, Guy U. Horne had 401 votes, Car] 
Chase, 1. Guy U. Horne having a majority of all votes cast 
was declared clerk for the ensuing year. Under article 3 for 
a member of the school board for three years, Carl Chase 
had 232 votes, Chester Lord 187 votes, Tom Rice 1 vote and 
Robert Rhodes 1 vote. Carl Chase having a majority of all 
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votes cast was declared a member of the school board for 
three years. Article 4 for treasurer, Evelyn Watson had 389 
votes. Having a majority of all votes cast, Evelyn Watson 
was declared treasurer for the ensuing year. 


There being no further business to come before the 
meeting, it was moved and seconded that the meeting be 
adjourned. Adjournment came at 10:15 p. m.

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Report of Superintendent and Principals 


CROWDED qe Bewon wide increase in school pop- 

, ulation has hit Meredith hard this year. 
CONDITIONS We have seen the Lang Street School 
grow from an eight-room to a ten-room school, which the 
school board has cared for by an efficient use of ground floor 
area for classrooms. At the high school, we have been able 
to divide some of the large English classes into two sections 
each, but there is no more room or teacher available so we 
can divide the class in biology (35), general mathematics (49) 
and history of civilization (44). 


The budget for next year is planned to provide for two 
extra teachers—one for the primary grades and one at the 
junior high level, which should make it possible to divide 
some of the large classes of freshmen and sophomores. 


As a place for these extra classes, we have talked of 
using the town hall or the gymnasium as temporary class- 
room space. The gym is already in use every period of the 
day; the town hall is used three days a week for band and 
chorus practice, but the heating arrangements are not sat- 
isfactory, and we do not recommend spending money to re- 
model such a building. 


Activities are restricted where playground area is concern- 
ed because of lack of space. Last spring the street in front 
of the Lang Street School was set aside as a playground dur- 
ing the noon hour. Even more marked was the necessity 
for this sort of temporary measure this year as the school 
has increased from about 240 to 280 pupils. For the high 
school pupils, we are renting a small field on Waukewan 
Street for outdoor classes in physical education. 


We are still forced to exclude students from our shop 
and typewriting classes because of lack of room. 


The new classrooms downstairs at Lang Street have 
deprived us of a lunchroom, and meals are served to pupils 
in their various classrooms. At the high school, the home 
economics kitchen is used for preparing the daily lunch, and 
this interferes with the conduct of home economic classes. 
We have thought seriously that we ought to give up one or 
the other—the lunch program or the home economics course. 


The foregoing statements all point forcefully to one 
conclusion: Meredith needs a new school and needs it now. 
At the annual meeting we hope that the committee of nine, 
appointed a year ago, will recommend a new school building, 
and that the necessary two-thirds will vote “Yes” on the 
question. 
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COOPERATIVE Two of the warrant articles for the 

annual meeting deal with the ques- 
DISTRICTS tion of forming a cooperative school 
district with Center Harbor. If both districts are in favor 
of this action, the necessary steps are as follows: 


(1) A vote in each district meeting to petition the State 
Board to approve a cooperative district in this area. 


(2) Approval by the State Board. (We have been given 
to understand that this would be granted). 


(8) A joint meeting of the voters of both districts, in the 
near future, to complete the organization, elect offi- 
cers, etc. 


The immediate effect of such a step would be to spread 
the cost of a bond issue over the two towns, Center Harbor 
assuming apout 15 per cent of the total. 


TEACHERS’ Our teachers’ workshop, attended by all 
teachers in the union, dealt this year 
WORKSHOP with the topics of physical educa- 
tion, high school activities, and outdoor recreation. 
Well qualified consultants helped to make our studies there 
both interesting and practical. The October date seems an 
appropriate time for this annual event, especially as it pro- 
vides a break at the middle of the 16-week fall term, which 
in the past has proved so tiresome for our younger pupils. 


OUTDOOR Outdoor education, involving a few days’ 

experience at a camp, is receiving favor- 
EDUCATION able attention in various parts of the 
country. Schools in Michigan, Texas, and California, as weil 
as some in New England, have found this a valuable activity. 
Last. November, one class from Sandwich and one from Hol- 
derness—62 pupils in all, with their teachers —spent a week 
at Sargent Camp in Peterboro, after earning the necessary 
money to pay their expenses. 


The week’s work was carefully planned, and it was not 
a vacation in any sense. Lessons in conservation, science, 
physical education, music, arithmetic and English were car- 
ried on with opportunity for practical application. Since 
their return to school these pupils have often recalled the 
things observed at camp as a basis for better understanding 
of the world around us. The teachers concerned are enthus- 
iastic over the possibilities of this type of experience, and a 
committee of teachers chosen from Meredith and other dis- 
tricts in the union are now working on plans which mav lead 
to finding a camp nearer home where more of our pupils can 
profit by it. 
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TEACHING 

ABOUT It is very difficult for your superintend- 
ent to give an objective report on the 

COMMUNISM loss of one of our valuable teachers. We 

don’t like Communism. Neither do we like cancer or poison 


ivy. We must teach about all these evils, how to recognize 
them, and how to avoid their ill effects. 


During the fall term, a high school teacher undertook 
this assignment. Rumors of suspicion, which investigation 
has proved to be entirely false, were circulated in the com- 
munity and in some out-of-town newspapers. Although the 
teacher received unanimous support from the school author- 
ities, he found this persecution intolerable, and resigned in 
November in spite of earnest pleas by the schocl board and 
superintendent to stand his ground. 


We feel that any school or teacher should expect to face 
eriticism, but that the critics should openly bring their doubts 
to us or to the school board, and determine whether or not 
there is ground for criticism. In over thirty years of exper- 
lence in school work, I have never before seen a teacher’s 
reputation and professional future ruined by unfounded rum- 
ors and newspaper stories that could not be traced. The pro- 
fession has lost a loyal and capable teacher. 


Too frequently those who oppose Communism most 
strongly have shown themselves guilty of un-American ac- 
tivity.

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Annual School Health Report 


During the past year, 295 students were given physical 
examinations by the school doctor; of this number, 75 were 
participants in competitive sports. 


The Chestmobile from the Dept. of Public Health is 
now scheduled on an annual basis, and 155 students and 
school personnel were given chest X-rays. 


The boys and girls in the two first grades were given 
the “patch test.” 


In conjunction with the State Dept. of Public Health 
and Meredith Public Health Nursing Association, each spring 
there is a Child Health and pre-School Conference held in 
Meredith. At the last conference 56 children were given 
Davee examinations, triple toxoid and three were vacci- 
nated.
